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1. Claims 6 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, lines 20-21 , "the tire chamber" lacks antecedent basis. Consequently, 
"the tire chamber" should be —a tire chamber of the tire — . 

In claim 6, line 22, "from each" is not understood. As best understood, "from 
each" should be changed to --from each other--. 

In claim 6, line 23, "to expanding means" should be —to said expanding 
means--. 

In claim 6, lines 23-24 are grammatically incorrect. As best understood, "wherein 
when fluid under pressure is supplied to expanding means preventing relative rotation 
between the one-side rim section and the other-side rim section should be changed to 

--wherein when fluid under pressure is supplied to said expanding means relative 
rotation between the one-side rim section and the other-side rim section is prevented—. 

Claims 13 and 14 contain the same errors found in claim 6 as set forth above. 
Claims 13 and 14 should be corrected in the same manner as suggested above. 

Additionally, in claim 13, line 12, "thickness" should be changed to 
—a thickness—. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Folta 
(5259242). 

Inflation of the tire of Folta provides for the function of the fluid pressure as 
broadly claimed by applicant. Folta discloses claws or a bayonet type connection (col.5, 
lines 1 5-30). The distance between the fastening means of the other-side rim section of 
Folta must be greater than a thickness of the fastening means of the one-side rim 
section to enable engagement of the fastening means of the rim sections. 

4. Claims 6 and 14 may be given favorable consideration if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

5. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed August 23, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The distance between the fastening means of the other-side rim section of Folta 
must be greater than a thickness of the fastening means of the one-side rim section to 
enable engagement of the fastening means of the rim sections.
